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Continuation of 2. NOTE: Applicant proposes to amend claims 1 ,9. and 24 to require that the diode breakdown voltage exceed the supply 
voltage by 0.1 volts or more. This limitation constitutes new matter, inasmuch as the application as filed does not disclose inventions 
having the limitations of claims 1 ,9, and 24 as they presently exist and further requiring that the diode breakdown voltage exceed the 
supply voltage by 0.1 volts or more. The original application discloses such inventions with the limitation the diode breakdown voltage 
exceed the supply voltage by 2 volts or more, note application at page 6 line 26 and page 10 line 19. The original application discloses 
such inventions with the limitation that the supply voltage is 5 volts and the diode breakdown voltage is 7-9 volts, note application at page 
9 lines 23-25. The original application discloses such inventions with the limitation the diode breakdown voltage simply exceeds the supply 
voltage, note application at page 3 lines 26-29 and page 5 lines 32-33. But the original application does not disclose such inventions with 
the limitation that the diode breakdown voltage exceeds the supply voltage by 0.1 volts or more. 
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
